Tariff Plank Gave Trouble to Cali- 
fornia Democrats, but Matter 
Was Finally Settled in a 
Manner Satisfactory to 
All Factions. 


Santa Cruz, Cal., May !7.—By a major- 


ity of 19 votes the democratic state con- 
vention tonight instructed the delegation 
1o the national convention at St, Louis to 
vote for Congressman W. R. Hearst for 
president. The vote stood: 

For instruction, 365; against, 346. 

The day was consumed in attempting 
to effect permanent organization, draft- 
ing resolutions, oratory and clearing the 
decks for a vote. 

During the morning and a portion of 
the afternoon the headquarters of the 
committee on platform and resolution was 
the scene of the contest. The forenoon 
was spent in reaching a decision on the 
decilaratioi.. of principles. There was 
some unexpeCted delay on the tariff 
The plank presented by the sub- 
was 


plank. 
committee to the main committee 
thought by some to savor too much of 
republicanism and supstitutes were pro- 
posed. The matter was finally settled by 
referring the plank to the subcommittee 
who agreed upon a plank gaatisfactory to 
the convention. The platform as adopt- 
ed is, in part, as follows: 

‘‘The primal purpese of the tariff must 
be the raising of sufficient revenue to 
carry on the government economically 
administered. 


Lower Tariff Demanded. 

“The difference between parties is cne 
of the degree of protection to be afforded, 
The abolition of the tariff on products of 
foreign countries is not contemplated by 
the democratic party. Nor is it possible 
so long as a tax on imports continues to 
be the principa) source of income of the 
government, 

“Continuance of the present rate of 
tr riff tax, neither necessary for the pro- 
viding of revenue nor the equalization of 
‘he difference between the cost of pro- 
cuction at home and abroad, is unjusti- 
fiable and its sole effect is to encourage 
the formation in the United States of 
trusts and monopolies, 

“The fact that many of the principal 
products of the United States manulac- 
tured by trusts and monopolies and whicn 
are protected against competition by ex- 
cessive and unnecessary tax, are shipped 
to foreign markets and there sold at 
icwer prices than prevail in the markets 
of the United States, justifies the demo- 


cratic party demand that the Dingley bill | 


be promptly revised and that all unnec- 
essary and excessive rates there be re- 
duced or abolished in the interests of the 
Amrican consumer . 

“The democratic party pledges itself to 
a careful and fair revision of the existing 
duties levied on articles similar to those 
produce@ by trusts and industrial combi- 
nations ana which permit and encomPage 


the creation of monopolies.’’ 

Continuing, the platform Says: 

“We demand a strict and impartial en- 
forcement of all existing anti-trust laws 
and the enactment of such additional acts 
by federal and state governments as will 
prevent the formation of monopolistic 
combinations and trusts which contrel 
prices. We believe that the federal g0v- 


| cxcessive combinations of capital that the 


evils of the trust system eliminated 
without loss of advantages which accrue 
trom a more perfect organization of in- 
custry and trade.” 

Wisconsin instructs for Wall. 

Milwaukee, Muy 17.—The supporters 
of Edward <. Wall wefeated the adher- 
ents of William R. Hearst in the demo- 
cratic state convention today, a resolu- 
tion instructing the Wisconsin delega- 
tion to the national convention at St. 
Louis to vote for Mr. Wall, having been 
adopted by a viva voce yote. 

In addition the convention adopted a 
platform which recognizes the last na- 
tional platform as the code of natione]l 
democracy until a new platform is 
adapted. Among other things the plat- 
form favors the enforcement of laws 
against trusts, tariff for revenue only, 
repeal of tariff.on all trust made arti- 
cles, deposits of surplus, public moneys 
in safe bank depositories, in income tax 
law and the election of United States 
senators by direct vote. 

The only serious rupture in the pro- 
ceedings was the settlement of the con- 
test over the seating of the delegation 
from Racine county, in which the Wall 
delegation was seated after several fiery 
speeches were made by the supporters of 
both factions.

MOVING 18 GOOD ORDER 
RUSSIANS MARCH AWAY 


General Kondratsvitch Remained in 
Niuchwang Until Last Regiment 
Departed — Destruction of 
Gunboat Sioauch All Left 
for Russians To Do. 


Niuchwang, May !6—Night.—In con- 
firmation of recent Associated Press dis- 
patches the Russian evacuation of this 
city has been completed. 

Nothing remains but the destruction 
of the gunboat, Sivouch, which it is ex- 
pected, will take place early this morn- 
ing. The Russian troops marched out: 
in perfect order, General Kondratsvitch 
leaving with the last regiment.

base here, repeating the movement whicn 
they made during the war with China. 
The Russians admit the advance of 
the Japanese army to the point within 
i5 miles of Hai-Cheng, many of their 
wounded entering there. The nearest 
lighting expected before the Japanes4, 
reach Niuchwang will be at Tashi-Chao, 
but it will not amount to much. This 
city is now guarded by 300 Chinese police 
and everything is quiet. The Japanese 
force at Kai-Chua is reported 20,000 
strong. ‘ 


EVACUATION OF NIUCHWANG 
ADMITTED AT ST. PETERSBURG 
St. Petersburg, May 17.—The complete 

withdrawal of the Russians from Nlu- 

chwang is believed to have followed the 
strategic command of the port by ths

The exact conditions under which tha 
evacuation was brought about are not 
known here, as all the official dispatches 
have been forwarded to the emperor. 
The foreign office {s not advised as to 
whom the administration of Niuchwang 
was handed over, but the authorities 
express confidence that the, Russian com- 
mander arranged for the @afety of for- 
eigners before his departuré®.

At a meeting of the Association of the 
Superintendents of Public Instruction of 
the Southern States in Atlanta, October 
1903, a committee consisting of J. Y. 
Joyner, of North Carolina, chairman; H. 
L. Whitfield, of Mississippi, and 8S. A. 
Mynders, of Tennessee, was appointed to 
prepare an address to the people of the 
‘eouthern states. 

At a subsequent meeting of this asso- 
ciation in Birmingham, April 26 and 27, 
1904, the following address was reported 
by the chairman of the committee, and, 
after full discussion, was unainmougly 
adopted, te be published Wednesday, 
‘May 18: 


ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE:-OF THE

With a keen sense_of the responsibility

, I. Inadequacy of our public school sys- 
em, 


Comparative Statistics. 


1. The public schools of the south, the 
enly hope for the education of  nine- 
tenths of the people's children, are still 
sadly inadequate to their stupendous 
task, unequal] to the educational demands 
of this century of education and inferior 
im most respectS to the public schools of 
cther sections of our common country. 
Comparative statistics of undoubted au- 
thority show that of all sections of our 
ccuntry the public schools of the south 
have the poorest houses and equipment, 
the most poorly paid teachers, the short- 
€st schoo] term and the most inadequate 
Bystem of supervision. The average salary 
of teachers for the country at large is 
849 for men and $40 for women, while 
the average salary for teachers in the 
©eouthern states is $35.63 for men and 
$30.47 for women, The average length 
ef the public school term for the coun- 
try at large is 145 days. The average 
length of the public school term for 
the North Atlantic states ig 177.3 days, 
the average length of the public school 
term for the southern states, including 
‘Tennessee, Mississippi, North Carolina, 

outh Carolina, Louisiana, Arkansas, Ala- 
mma, Georgia,’ Texas, Virginia and 
Florida is 99 days. 

Outside of the larger ities and 
towns there are few public high schools 
in the southern states worthy of the 
zamée, and the work done in most of 
the public schools is necessarily So ele- 
mentary in chaacter as to fail to fur- 
mish adequate preparation for college or 
university, or for civic, social and in- 
dustrial service for the thousands that 
must depend upon them for such prep- 
eration. For every man, woman and 
child of its population the country at 
large is spending $2.99 for the education 
of its children, the south is spending 
barely 98 cents. The country at large 
is spending $20.29 for every pupil en- 
rolled in its public: schools. The southern 
states are spending only $6.95. The coun- 
try at large is spending for every child 
of school age in the United States an 
average of $10.57, the s"uthern states 
are rage for every child of school 
@ge within their borders $4.05, It is not 
surprising that, with such an inadequate- 
ly equipped system of public schools, 
‘there should be found also in the south 
the largest per cent of illiteracy and the 
emallest percent of property on a per 


_ capita distribution of wealth. The cen- 


Sug report for 1900 shows that 24 
per ceat of the white population of 
the United States dwells in the south- 
ern states that composed the confeder- 
acy while 64 per cent of all white 
diliterates over ten years of age is to 
be fourd in these states. Illiteracy and 

rty, intelligence and prosperity travel 
Aogether through the world. The one fol- 
fows the other as effect follows cause. 


The Rural Schools. 


2. Between eight-ninths and nine-tenths 
pf the population of the south is rural 
@né agricultural. The great masses of 
the people of the south, therefore, are 
®ependent upon the rural schools for 
education. These rurag schools then are 
the strategic point in the educational 
gystem of the southern states. Farming 
is still the greatest industry and the 
farm home is still the greatest institution 
tn the south. The preservation and im- 

rovement of its greatest industry and 
ts greatest institution depend upon the 
improvement of these rural schools. Be- 
cause of the sparse population, the large 
territory, the bad roads, the geographical 
barriers, the small amount of taxable 
property and the smal] school fund, these 
gural public schools are the most: poorly 


mipped and most inefficient public 
Geheols in the south. Uniess they can 


}be made equal in merit to the best public 
schools of the towns and cities and 
adapted to educating farmers’ children 
for farm life rather than away from 
farm life, many of the best people in 
the country will continue to leave the 
farms and the disastrous drain upon the 
best blood of the country will be kept up 
until there may be left there only ‘‘the 
poorest peasant population too ignorant 
to know the value and biessing of an 
education and too indifferent tg care to 
secure it for their offspring.” 


Facts To Be Faced With Character- 
istic Courage. 


3. It behooves our people to face these 
facts with their characteristic courage, 
the courage that they displayed qm the 
battle field when the forces of the world 
were massed against them, the courage 
that they displayed in the darkest hour 
of the direst poverty that followed on 
the heels of bloody war, and that en- 
abled them to repair their broken for- 
tunes and rebulid their blasted homes 
and recultivate their devastated flelds. 
They are now beginning to have time 
and means to build wy their public 
schools. 


Purpose of Statement of Facts. 


4. Far be from us any intention of rid- 
icule, blame or discouragement in recit- 
ing these facts in regard to the educa- 
tional conditions of the southern states, 
To those familiar with the obstacles that 
had to be overcome—Socia!l and political 
revolution, destruction, and reconstryc- 
tion, poverty, robbery, misrule— 
the wonder is that these coOndi- 
tions are as good as they are. For a 
people that have so heroically and suc- 
cessfully surmounted such obstacles and 
made possible in one generation a new 
and glorious era of industrial and educa- 
-tional development, we have only admi- 
ration, gratitude, commendation. We 
would remind this generation of south- 
erners, however, that some sacrifice for 
their children is necessary and that 
with half the sacrifice that their 
fathers and mothers made, south- 
ern children can be given such educa- 
tional facilities as will enable them to 
begin the work of manhood and woman- 
hood without handicap as compared with 
the children of other sections of our 
common country. 

II. Its Remedies. 

Realizing the defects of the public 


schools of the south, we beg to suggest 


out of our. experience and observation 
some remedies: 


Necessary Physical Equipment. 
1. At the foundation of every successful 
school system lies the practical prob- 


houses, furniture and grounds. is 
question of the character of a public 
school house is a far more sérious one 
than it seems to the unthinking. No- 
body has any respect for anything that 
is not respectable. A respectable school 
house with respectable equipment and de- 
cent surrOundings is necessary for con- 
ducting successfully the business of pub- 
lic education and is essential for com- 
manding the respect of the community 
for that business. Men judge the char- 
acter of a business very largely by the 
character of the place of business. Surely 
then, the house in which this sacre 
work of training the children of the re- 
public for. citizenship and social service, 
@ work that has to do with mind and 
soul and body, with the molding of char- 
acter and the creation of ideals, should 
be a place worthy in all respects of 
Such @ work, a home, not a hovel; a 
place of beauty, not a place of- ugliness; 
a place of comfort, not a place of dis- 
comfort; a place of cleanness, not a 
place of uncleanness. About it the grass 
should grow green and the sun shine 
bright, the flowers bloom and the birds 
Sing and the trees wave their long 
branches, that the children, while lfsten- 
ing to the lessons taught by men and 
books, may receive also, from the po- 
tent, silent influence of proper environ- 
ment the sweet mesSages of peace and 
love and culture and beauty, 


Qualified Teachers. 


2. Houses and grounds and equipment 
are largely dead mechanism without the 
vitalizing touch of a properly qualified 
teacher. It is, after all, the teacher that 
breathes the breath of life into the 
school. We need better teachers, and 
must have them before we can have bet- 
ter schools. But we are now gettin 
better teachers than we pay for. With 
short school terms. small salaries, poor 
school houses, unclassified and unolassi- 
fiable schools and other conditions that 
render success almost impossible, we can- 
not hope to command and retain first- 
class talent in this business of teaching 
the rural schools. After all, back of this 
question of better teachers Hes the ques- 
tion of better pay. For meager salaries, 
,men and women cannot afford to put 
| themselves into the long and expensive 
training necessary for the best equipment 
‘for this delicate and difficult work of 
teaching. With the short terms and the 
necessity of dividing their attention pbe- 
tween the service of two masters, to 
make a bare living, they scarcely work 
at the business of teaching long enough 
to master it or to make of it a real pro- 
fession. In the past, because of peculiar 
conditions In the south, we have been 
able to command, even for the meager 
| salaries that we have paid, a teaching 
force of more culture and refinement per-

As the 
south, however, rapidly comes more and 
more into her industrial and agricultural 
heritage and the channels of profitable 
employment multiply, we cannot hope to 
retain the best men and women in the 
profession of teaching uniess we make 
their compensation somewhat commensu- 
rate with that offered in other fields of 
labor. At present the annua! salary paid 
the teacher who works in the immortal 
stuff of mind and soul is less than that 
— the rudest workers in the wood and 
ron—less than that paid the man that 
shoes your horse or plows your corn or 
paints your house. 


Competent Supervision. 

8. The evidence of the most success- 
ful school systems in every section of 
the country and of the most su 
county, town and district systems in the 
south proves conclusively the necessity 
and the wisdom of competent supervision. 
Without competent supe n and di- 
rection no great business can succeed. 
This business of education is no exception 
to the rule. Each county system of 
schools must have a competent head. It 
can rise no higher than its head. The Su- 
pervisor of the county system should be 
a man trained to his work with ability to 
make and execute plans for the improve- 
ment and training of the public school 
teachers, to direct campaigns for educa- 
tion of public sentiment on educational 
questions and for the advancement of 
public education along all needful] lines, 
to advise, stimulate and properly direct 
school committeemen and other school 
cfficers; he should be endowed with tact, 
wisdom, common sense, character, grit, 
ability to get along with folks and to 
command the confidence of teachers, of- 
ficers, children and patrons. In 6 word, 
this man occupies the rea] strategic point 
in all this work of public education m 
the south today. He must be @ many- 
sided man possessing not anly profes- 
sional training, but rare qualities of lead- 
ership, The work is difficult enough and 
eacréd enough, to require the entire time, 
thought and energy of the most compe- 
tent man, the entire consecration of 
every faculty of his head and heart and 
body. You cannot command such a man 
for long without paying him a living m- 
ary. The average salary paid men \for 
this work in the south is less than $500 
a year. 


Longer School Terms. 


4. We cannot hope to give 
masses of oir people more than the mere 
rudiments of learning in putlic schoolg 
continuing only about 99 days a year. We 
cannot hope to compete with other sec- 
tions whose public schools are open to 
all their children from 1650 to 190 days. 
Better Classification and uation 

by Consolidation. 


6. Before there can be such classifica- 
tion and gradation of the work in the 
public schools as to make possible thor- 
Ough and successful instruction in even 
the primary and intermediate branches, 
sOme means must be found to consolidate 
most of the little schools with one room 
and one teather into larger schools, with, 
at least, two rooms and two teachers. 
Investigation shows that. the averare 
teacher in the little one room rural 
school must have from twenty to fifty 
recitations daily. The farce of tals is 
manifest on its face. The advantages 
of fewer and larger schools resulting 
from cOnsolidation are apparent. Among 
these may be mentioned (1). More 
money for better houses and better 
teachers. (2). ‘More teachers in one 
school, making possible better gradation 
and classification, with fewer and larger 
classes for each teacher and more time 
for each class, making possible more 
thorough and more vanced instruc- 
tion. (3). Increase in enthusiasm, 
pride and effort on account of iarger 
numbers of pupils and greater competi- 


tion. 
Public High Schools. 


6. Another great need of the public 
schoo] system of the south is the public 
high school. There are but few public 
high schools in the gouthern states and 
nearly all of these are in the cities and 
towns, A public school system without 
public high schools is sadly incomplete, 
in fact, like sOme magnificent struc- 
ture with only the lower rooms complete. 
Such a system of public schools can 
never raise the great masses of n‘en to. 
any high plane of general intelligence 
or civic usefulness and power. It wili 
do well if it raises them barely above 
the plane of absolute illiteracy. These 
public high schools, township, county and 
district, can not be supplied wifnout 
more money. The money spent on the 
rural public schools of the south ts in- 
sufficient to provide even five months of 
thorough elementary instruction. The 
money for public. high schools must be 
supplied here as elsewhere by state ap- 
propriation supplemented by local tax- 
ation, cOunty, township or district. 

More Money By Local Taxation. 


7. We cannot hope to supply th 
needs of the public schools af the bon 
and place these schools on an equal foot- 
ing with the public schools of other lands 
and other sections without more money, 
better houses, grounds and equipment, 
farger salaries and better teachers, longer 
terms and better supervision are not to 
be had without paying for them. There is 
but one sensible and guccessful way of 
eecuring the necessary funds for any 
permanent public purpose and that is 
Public taxation. We have tried for more 
than a quarter of a century to supply 
these funds. by general taxation, we have 
reached the limit of general state tax- 
ation for schools in almost every south- 
ery state and we have failed. Other 
states in other sectiong and certain com- 
munifies in the southern states that have 
succeeded in raising the funds necessary 
for a successful and complete system of 
public schools have been compelled to 
supplement the general tax by a local 
tax. More than 69 per cent of the funds 
for public schools in the United States 
is raised by local taxation. We are 
forced to the conclusion then that the 
south must adopt local taxation by cOun- 
ties, townships, or districts as the only 
means found effective elsewhere in sup- 
plying sufficient funds for successful pub- 
lic schools. 

Rich Heritage of Untainted Blood. 

III. Equality of opportunity for the chil- 
dren of the south. With this statement 
of the defects, needs and remedies of our 
public school system, as we see” them, 
we make our confident appeal, in the 
children’s name, to the people of the 
south. In the unmixed blood of your chil- 
dren, strangely protected in the past from 
taint of undesirable strains of foreign 
blood by the very isolation, pride, inde- 
pendence and ftmputed provincialism of 
the south, you have the richest heritage 
that any people can thhave. Shal) these 
children have a chance through the public 
schools to be all that they are capable of 
being and to do all] that they are capable 
of doing? 

The “Everlasting Nay’’ or the “Ever- 


lasting Yea.’’ 


Equality of opportunity is the only 
foundation on which a true republic can 
safely rest. Bquality of opportunity 1» 
an impossibility in the twentieth century 
without equality of opportunity for edu- 
cation. Equality of opportunity for ed- 
ucation is an impossfbility for all the 
people without properly equipped public 
schools. Shall these children of yours, 
through public schools, as good as the 
best, have an equal opportunity for pow- 
er, progress, prosperity and service with 
the children of other sections and other 
lands? Are not your children as good 
as the best, and do they not deserve the 
best? The answer must come, and come 
soon from the plain people of these 
southern states. Nall it be an ever- 
lasting ‘“Nay’’ or an everlasting ‘Yea?” 
Everlasting it must be. Upon the an- 
swer hangs the blight or blessing of 
millions of minds, the bondage or free- 
dom of millions of souls, the weal or 
woe of one of the fairest lands on oarth 
may be the destiny of a nation, the per- 
petuity of a government, the most bene- 
ficent the sun shines on.

Wawehington, May !7.—The full story of 
the tragedy attending the killing of the 
Americen missionary, Dr. LaBarre, near 
Mount Ararat, as a result of a bitter re- 
ligious hatred, is told in all its details, 
in a report just received at the state 
department, from Richmond Pearson, 
United States minister to Persia, dated 
Teheran, April /8. 

The report says the murderers have 
not been arrested, but a large expedition 
ig in pursuit of them. Fourteen men took 
part in the crime. Mr, Pearson's report 
continues: 

“The brutality and atrocity of the mur- 
der removed any doubt as to its motive 
and eliminate entirely the suggestion in 
my first cable that the ‘motive was ap- 
parently robbery.’ The stealing of the 
horses and other property was a mere 
incident, 

“The inspiration of the deed was Tre- 
ligious and race hatred without’ the 
Slightest personal animosity. The fact 
that the chief and Jjeader of the criminals 
is a ‘Seyid’—an alleged lineal descendam 
of Mahommet, adds greatly to the dif- 
ficulty of the arrest. 

“The Kurds are all Mohammedans of 
the Sunni sect and their fanaticism, 
which is both ardent and sincere, added 
to their hereditary and instinctive love of 
blood and pillage make them a dangerous 
and a difficult population to dea] with.”

GOLD OF BOERS 
HELD BY DAVIS 


Pennsylvania Man Charges 
Attempted Blackmail to 
‘Transvaal Veterans. 


New York, May 17.—General Samuel 
Pearson, of Scranton, Pa.. who served 
under General Louis Botha, in the Boer 
war, and Cornelius W. Van Der Hoodt, 
a foreign correspondent, of Baltimore, 
Mad., and Washington, D. C., were ar- 
rested in this city today on the complaint 
of Webster Davis, who was assistant 
secretary of ‘state under President Mc- 
Kinley, and were held in $1,500 bail 
each by Magistrate Cornell, charged with 


“suspicion of black mail.” 

Mr. Davis claimed to have received 
letters from General Pearson and also 
a lettter unsigned, threatening his life 
unless $30,000 was forthcoming. The two 
letters written by General Pearson 
were simply Trequests for an audience. 
The arrests were made in Mr. Davis’ 
apartments, where the two prisoners had 
come by appointment, the police having 
been previously notified. Mr. Davis says 
that on their arrival he asked the men 
what they wished to see him about and 
they told him they were seeking an ac- 
counting of certain money belonging to 
the Boer government. 

After reading the threatening letter, 
Magistrate Cornell said that while he did 
not see what the defendants had to do 
with the case, he would hold them on 
a short affidavit to give the police an 
opportunity to investigate.

ATLANTA RANKS 
WITH LEADERS 


Comes Seventh in America 
in Bank Cleafing In- 
crease. 


Of 105 cities in the United States anda 
Canada Atlanta stands seventh in the 
matter of increase in bank clearings for 
the weeks ending May § and May 12, 
1904. compared with the corresponding 
weeks of last year, according to figures 
compiled by the Bradstreet company. 

Atlanta's percentage of increase for the 
two foregoing weeks as compared with 
the corresponding weeks of last year was 
32.9 per cent, which record is excelled by 
only six cities in North America. 

Of the cities which have a larger per- 
centage of-increase than Atlanta five are 
in the United States and one in Canada, 
the Tatter being Victoria, B. C., which 
had a percentage of increase of 33.9, or 
two per cent more than Atlanta. 

The clearings for the two weeks on 
which these figures are based were in 
Atlanta: For the week ending May 12, 
$3,248,395, and for the week ending 
May 5, $2,748,847. There was a marked 
Increase over the corresponding period 
of the previous year in both these weeks.

Stimulus of Immigration. 

A recent contributor of The Consti- 
tution draws attention to the contrast 
between southern commercial and in- 
dustrial conditions of thirty-nine years 
ago and those of today. The history 
which turns: on the recovery and de 
velopment of countries after a pro- 
longed and fearfully devastating 
war, -can furnish no duplicate 
of our own marvelous instance. 
The nearest approach is the maz- 
nificent. recuperation of France af- 
ter her exhausting conflict with 
allied Europe and again with 
Germany, both wars settling a stu- 
pendous debt on her people. France, 
however, enjoyed the advantage of 
highly developed and immensely remu- 
nerative resources, with a tolerably un- 
impaired agricultural and manufactur: 
ing equipment. The. utter bankruptcy 
of the south at the close of the civil 
war in men, implements, money and 
even crude material such as seed, was 
tersely set forth by our correspondent. 
He reviews the length and breadth 
bf our now remarkable status as op- 
posed to the depths of poverty into 
which the civil war plunged us. He 
names cotton alone as bringing the 
south $1,500,000,000 last year, and the 
income from manufacturing enter- 
prises, $1,700,000,000. Reference is 
made to the radical manner in which 
our mines have been developed; to the 
fact ‘that a liberal share of the east’s 


(supply of lumber comes from the 


south. He shows where pig iron is 
shipped to Pennsylvania and sold for 
“less than their local furnaces can pro- 
duce it, even after paying $8.45 per ton 
freight.” The rapid growth of cotton 
milling in sfis section, he considers as 
a reliable augury that the day of the 
south’s world-dominance in this field 
is dawning. eats 

‘Our coal, stone’ and other mineral 
deposits he believes are yielding but 
a fraction of their possible capacity 
under energetic manipulation. The 
oil fields are mentioned as a source 
of large revenue, and it may be safely 
added that the chances are for the dis- 
covery of others equally as prolific. 
His summary of southern truck farm- 
ing is worthy of reproduction: 

Our coast countries from Florida te 
Delaware make one vast gérden, and 
daily pour &@n enormous production into 
the markets of the north and west, sup- 
plying fresh vegetables and fruit in re- 
turn for millions in cash. Beginning ir 
1886, this industry thas grown so ii- 
mensely as to tax transportation ca- 
pacity. 

The article concludes with’a statis- 
tical resume of the enormous growth 
of southern. railway facilities and with 
the statement, in which we heartily 
concur, that the “whole story” of 
past and future development is very 
remote from even its intermediate 
chapters. 

In other words, mighty as have been 
the strides of the south in the past 
and sharp though the contrasts, even 
as recent as one decade in retrospec- 
tion, they are but healthy indications 
of what we may rationally expect for 
the coming years. A vital factor is 
that all grades of our population, from 


are fairly realizing the opportunities 
opened to the south in practically 
every line of human endeavor. It is 
necessary, moreover, that we appreci- 
ate the indispensability of discrimi- 
nate immigration, in the coining of 
these possibilities. 

In the south today there are mil- 
lions of acres of virgin farm and for. 
est land, the most fertile and valu: 
able in the country; there are quar- 
ries and mines of great richness un- 
touched. For the development of these 
fallow assets, manual assistance from 
other sections is needed—assistance of 
an intelligent, willing variety. Manu- 
facturing enterprises completed, under 
way and contemplated, require skilled 
and unskilled laborers. The dozen and 
one openings indicated in the article 
of our correspondent are such as will 
be vastly profitable to people who are 
willing to become one with us, work 
conscientiously and evolve into home- 
ouijders and owners. The negro ques: 
tion to one side, the resources of the 
south require thousands of additional] 
inhabitants, people thoroughly ip 
earnest and of such caliber as to stand 
ready assimilation into our present 
mass of population. 

Newspapers of the south cannot 
harp too constantly on this theme and 
the various commercial bodies cannot 
exert themselves too actively. The 
best protection against panicky con- 
ditions is the presence of a heavily 
productive population, in entire com- 
mand of every resource of a ri¢h coun- 
try. We possess this last condition 
incontrovertibly. All that is needed is 
a steady influx of such developing in- 
fluences as will inevitably be attract. 
ed, if southern people advertise their 
great advantages honestiy and per 
sistently.

Our Swift National Progress. 

It ‘S#uires the cold statistics to 
show us how remarkably the United 
States hate progressed since the civil 
_war. 

During that period of forty years, 
American agricultural exports have in- 
creased from $174,000,000 to $873,000,- 
000, while manufactured exports in- 
creased from $41,000,000 to $407,000,- 
000. 
in fratricidal strife, there were but 
now there are 6,000,000. The farms 
were worth $8,200,000,000 then, and 
are valued at over $22,000,000,000 now. 

Then there were 150,000 factories; 
now there are 625,000, and in place of 
the 1,500,000 employees toiling in them 
there are now 6,000,000. From an an- 
nual wage aggregate of $400,000,000 
paid them, we now see the stupendous 
total of $3,000,000,000. The value of 
the factory products has leaped from 
$2,000,000,000 to $14,000,000,000.

The money 
in circulation has increased from 
$595,000,000 to $2,367,000,000.

Marconigraphic News Service. 

The Marconi system of wireless 
telegraphy has made _ rapid strides 
since its recent introduction and seems 


to be fulfilling the expectation of its | 


inventor. The present war in the Far 
East is putting the system to a prac- 
tical test on land and sea, and how 
few of the trans-Atlantic liners are 
unequipped -with the wireless instrn- 
ments. ; 

The use of the Marconi system on 
shipboard increases the safety of ocean 
travel and does much to relieve its 
tedium, for many of the big liners get 
out daily news bulletins for the benefit 
of their passengers. The day after the 
sinking of the Petropaviovsk the 
purser of the steamship Kroonland got 
out an “extra” announcing the details 
of the great tragedy. The trouble with 
“Marconigrams” for news service is 
that they are too slow as a.general 
thing, it sometimes requiring two days 
to elapse before a connection can be 
“picked up” at sea. This defect Mar- 
coni proposes to obviate, and for this 
purpose he is now experimenting with 
perfected instruments on the liner 
Campania. His message by wireless 
to the New York Tribune the other 
day read: 

Thanks for message. Undertook voy- 
age for purpose ascertaining require- 
ments .on shipboard for daily news mes- 
sage™ Results satisfactory for immediate 
inauguration. MARCONI. 

From this it would seem that the 
trans-Atlanti@ traveler will soon be 
reading the world’s daily news almost 
as fresh as if it were being served to 
him by his favorite newspaper at 
home. Necessarily, its news is great- 
ly abridged, but it forms a very sat- 
isfactory basis for “grapevine” dis- 
patch. Already a number of enter- 
prising newspapers—notably the Lon- 
don Times—are using the Marconi ser- 
vice as an auxiliary to their regular 
telegraphic reports, and it seems to 
be giving satisfaction. When it is 
still further perfected its use will 
probably be quite general. 

The Marconigram quoted in the 
foregoing indicates that we are on the 
eve of such a consummation. 


Thankful to Us. 

Some highly interesting facts hav- 
ing direct bearing upon the republi- 
can policy of colonialism are present- 
ed in a newspaper interview with Se- 
nor Ojeda, Spanish minister to the 
United States. Speaking of condi- 
tions in his country, Senor Ojgda 
says: 

The loss of her colonies has been a good 
thing for Spain. I found on my recent 
visit that the country is showing in- 
creased signs Of industrial activity. The 
interior is being developed as never be- 
fore. 

I do not think there is the slightest 
enmity cherished against America by the 
Spaniards at home, and indeed the people 
fare so busy facing the new conditions 
and prosperity under the present regime 
that the war fs becoming to them an inci- 
dent of the distant past. \ 

The development of Spain's resoutces 
is going on at a wozsderfu] rate, Mines 
and farms are being worked and opened. 
On every side one sees signs of activity. 

The friendly feeling of the Span- 
iards toward the American people is, 
of course, reciprocated in kind. It 
was a singular fact, but a fact not- 
withstanding, that even in the height 
of the war with Spain there was no 
bitterness in the feeling of the people 
of the United States toward those of 
the country with which their own was 
at war, and certainly the end of that 
conflict found every American wish- 
ing the Spanish people well. We are 
all glad to know they are now pros- 
pering. e ‘ 

But what is this about the loss of 
her colonies being a goed thing for 
Spain? That has a not altogether 
pleasant sound. 

Did we not, to salve her wounds and 
as recompense for her Pacific pos- 


sessions, make Spain a present of a | 


cool twenty millions? When Presi- 
dent McKinley advised the American 
peace commissioners to take that 
step, he thought that the transfer of 
the Philippines would involve a heavy 


| ag to Spain, and he was no less cer- 


tain that it meant the adding of 
something of decided value to the 
American possessi¢ns. 

The results of our benevolent as- 
similation programme, as it has af- 
fected the American taxpayers, have 
made us wonder once in a while at 
the wisdom of the colonial pro- 
gramme; and now comes this bit of 
interesting corroborative evidence 
from Spain.

| This comparison demonstrates that 


for the first three months under the 
operation of the treaty the imports 
from Cuba increased, as compared 
with the same months for the year 
previous, about 95 per cent, while 
the exports to Cuba increased nearly 
25 per cent. Taking the two together, 
there is a showing of an increase in 
the total trade with Cuba of more 
than 70 per cent. 

It is also worthy of note that the 
increase both in imports and exports, 
| has been progressive. In other words, 
in both the figures for February, 1904, 
show an increase over those for Jan- 


‘ uary, and the figures for March show 


an increase over those for February. 
Which is pretty good evidence that 

reciprocity is a good thing not only 

for Cuba, but for the United States.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Selection of Judges. 

Editor Constitution: The proposal to 
abandon the present plan of electing 
judges, and have them appointed by the 
gOvernor, I am satisfied will not meet 
the approval of the people. They feel 
that i¢ they are competent to elect of- 
ficers to make iaws, and Officials to 
execute laws, that they are also com- 
petent to elect a judiciary to construe 
laws. Why not? 

Under our form of government the 
executive, the legislative, and the judi- 
cial departments should be kept distinct, 
and each operate in its own legitimate 
sphere. If the executive is to appoint 
the judiciary he should also appoint 
the legislators. He can select men to 
make laws just as ¢asily as he can se- 
lect men to construe laws. One is just 
as important @s the other. Now if the 
tendency is towards the “one man ruie,”’ 
why not go ‘the whole way and be done 
with it. When the sovereign power is in 
the king, let the king appoint; but when 
the sovereign power is in the people, let 
the people elect. There is no sense in 
their delegating to “one man,” all these 
tmportant prerogatives. The one man 
power is a dangerous power. Onur fathers 
threw off this kind of government in the 
great revolution which wrought Ameri- 
can independence, and in its stead We 
have a government by the people. Let 
the people maintain their rights and 
never surrender this right of naming 
their judges. The people of Georgia in 
their constitution convention of 1877 
took the appointing power from the gov- 
ernor, and gave it to the legislature, In 
1894, realizing this plan was also a fail- 
wre, they took the power away, and 
resolved to exercise it themselves. 
It is not legitimately within the province 
of the governor, to appoint an 
equal and coordinate department of the 
government. 

When there ts a good governor he might 
maka the Wan work well, but in the 
bands of an executive who would be 
tray his people for personal ambition, 
it fs a dangerous power. The best of 
men ought not to be tempted in this re- 
spect. 

After an experience of many years 
with coutts: 1 sincerely believe that no 
judicial cfficer should be appointed by 
the governor. All should be elected by 
the people from the justice of the peacd 
to the supreme court judges. The attempt 
in the general assembly to establish a 
court of appeals thas been loaded down 
by the politicians with a provision for 
the governor to appoint the judges dur- 
ing the first term. Mark my prediction: 
The people will never ratify it. They 
elect their superior court judges, and su- 
preme conrt fudges, and can't see why 
they ‘should not elect the judges of the 
new court, if it is established. In T™ar- 
ing appointments to office it is natural 
for the executive to follow the Dent ol 
his own mind. If he belongs to the cor- 
porations the will take the chief advo- 
cates of corporate supremacy and make 
judges of them. If he is a hater of cor- 
porations he will fill the courts with men 
of like ilk. If he ig elected Dy the wnis- 
ky ving three-fourths of his appoint- 
‘ments will be made from the ranks of 
the anti-prohibitionists. If he ts elected 
by the prohibitionists a Wkea proportion 
of prohibitionists will be appoinicu, 

But the people—the great mass of hhon- 
est yeomanry—they who Hve out in the 
circuits with the men Who aspire to 
honors of the judgeship know them, and 
in nearly every instance will select the 
right.man. Look at the judges of Geor- 
gia today. Where can you find a Det- 
ter class of officials? As far as 1 know 
them they are all right, where they have 
been selected by the people. 

The people Ustening to the politicians, 
have tried the governor’ and the legis- 
latures. The result was political rings, 
political trading and corruption and lob- 
bying. Their appeals now made to change 
back will be repudiated at the polls. 

What we need is Detter electian laws. 
The matter of registration should te 
@xclusively in the hands of the regi's- 
trars, amd the tax colléttons have noth- 
ing to do with it. Let the registrars meet 
On certain days in each district, and let 
those who desire come forward, and 
make application for registration, and 
show up and be registered. Provide that 
where one moves to another county he 
must ‘bring his registration § certificate 
‘with thim, and begin his ne weitizenship 
with a clean hand. Let registration close 
ten days before every election and lists 
be furnished for public inspection. Re- 
quire every voter to vote in his own dis- 
trict under all ciroumstances. He is 
Known there, and if disqualified or is a 
fraudulent voter, he will be spotted. For- 
bid any marching of organized bodies in 
the vicinity of The folls. At the polls 
let the Australian system be operated. 
Make ft unlawful for Hquor to be fur- 
nished voters on the day of the elec- 
tion. 

I could enlarge and explain these sug- 
Zestion?, but 4t would make my article 
too long. The mere suggestions will speak 
for héniseives.

That under existing court decisions and ,; payment of poll tax and registration. In 


present legal practice the southern states 
have lawfully accomplished the disfran- 
chisement of the negro; that the only 
step the federal government can take is 
to reduce proportionately the south's 
representation in the congress and the 
electoral college and that judicial relief 
is to be had only by an unlikely extension 
ef jurisdiction of the United States su- 
preme court by virtue of that tribunal's 
own flat power, were the conclusions 
reached by R. Burnham Moffat, of the 
New York bar, in the principal address 
before the American Social Science Asso- 
clation at fits Boston convention. 

Mr. Moffat’s address was heard with 
the closest attention. It was a most 
thorough and scholarly contribution, en- 
riched by more than two score references 
to convention minutes, state constitu- 
tions and court decisions, both state and 
federal, and will be a notable feature of 
the published proceedings of the present 
meeting, for its reference value alone. 
In full, the address would occupy more 
than two solid pages of The Constitution, 
but an abstract is as follows: 

Negro Disfranchisement and the Law 

Within the past few years seven states 
in the south have adopted new constitu- 
tions, amended their ola ones. or 
sorted to legislative devices which have 
resulted in the practical disfranchisement 
of the negro voter in each. Mississippi's 
constitution so framed became effective 
November f, 1890, by proclamation, with- 
out submission to the people: and the 
supreme court of Mississippi subsequent- 
ly declared it to have been lawfully 
adopted as the organic law of the state. 
South Carolina's new constitution went 
into operation December 31, 1895, Lonui- 
siana’s convention, despite the fact that 
the act of the legislature which consti- 
tuted it proved that the new constitu- 
tlon must be submitted to the people, 
voted this restriction ultra vires, and the 
new constitution was promulgated with- 
out submission. The sireme court of 
Louisiana has since declared it to have 
been duly adopted and to have been effec- 
tive since May 12, 1898. North 
lina’s amendment to its existing constitu- 
tion, which- substituted an entirely new 
suffrage article, was adopted at a gen- 
eral election and became effective July 
!, 1902. Maryland djd not attempt to 
change her organic law, but at an ex- 
traordinary session the legislature passed 
an act imposing an educationa! qualifica- 
tion. Alabama’s new constitution wis 
ratified by the people and became effec- 
tive November 28, !90!. In Virginia, 
again, although the act of the legislature 
distinctly provided that any constitu- 
tion framed should be submitted to the 
peopie, the convention decided to pro- 
claim the constitution without submis- 
sion. It became effective July 10, 1902.

Nevertheless, it 
is interesting and instructive, in considet\s 
ing these new suffrage provisions from the 
standpoint of the legal critic, to note the 
frank admission in speeches on the floors 
of the conventions that the object sought 
was the disfranchisement of the negro. 
And the result, certainly, has been, gen- 
erally speaking, to disfranchise him. 

Southern Suffrage Requirements. 

Let us review, in the light of the fund- 
amental and controlling provisions of the 
federal constitution, the new suffrage re- 
quirements of these seven southern 
states. 

In Mississippi, prior to January |, 1902, 
the requirements: (f) Registration un 
der the laws and ((2) payment, prior to 
February | of the year in which the vote 
is offered of ail taxes for the two pre- 
ceding years. After January |, 1902, 
in addftion. the would-be veter must 
either (1) be able to read any section 
of the constitution of the state; or, if he 
cannot read, then (2) ‘‘be able to under- 
g@tand the same when read to Him or 
give a reasonable interpretation thereof.” 
This is the so-called understanding 
clause. Appeal to the board of county 
commissioners is provided for. The stat- 
utes passed in amplification of these con- 
Stitutional requirements, under an im- 
partial administration of the law. might 
be considered salutary provisions; and 
in considering the constitutionality of a 
measure its due administration must be 
presumed. QOne cannot fail, thowever, 
to be impressed with the opportunity 
here offered for an abuse by the election 
managers of the discretion reposed in 
them. It was, however, chiefy through 
the anticipated inabflity of the negro to 
meet the requirements of the registra- 
toin laws, that it was believed his dis- 
franchisement would be accomplished. 
And yet his inability to meet those re- 
quirements may never be held to be due 
to his color, or to his race, or to any 
previous condition of servitude, but ra- 
ther to his mental deformity—speaking 
generally and of the great mass of ne- 
gzroes—and to ‘his roving habits. The fact 
that the registration laws were such as 
to place in the registration officials ju- 
dicial power which might be subject to 
partisan and unfair exercise cannot be 
urged against the constitutionality af the 
registration laws. In fact, these provi- 
sions of the organic and statute law of 
Mississippi were submitted to the su- 
preme court of the United States in 1898 
in the case of Williams vs. Mississippi 
(170 United States, 213) and it was there 
unanimously held, Justice McKenna writ- 
ing for the court, that they were not vio- 
lative of the federai compact. 

In South Carolina the qualifications for 
suffrage are (1) payment, at least six 
months before election, of any poll tax 
then due and unpaid; and (2) registration. 
The requirements for’ registration since 
Januarv 1!, 1898, are (1!) ability both 
read and to write any section of the 
state constitution; or (2) ownership of 
property in the state of the assessed val- 
uation of $300 or more, and payment of 
all taxes theredn. Appeal to the court 
of common pleas is provided. 


Enter the Grandfather Clause. 


The requirements for suffrage in Lou- 
isiana are (1) ~ registrafion upon the 
personal applicafion of the voter: and 
(2) payment of the last two years’ pol 
taxes Dy December 31. Further, the ap- 
plicant must (3) be able to read and 
write, and demonstrate his ability to do 
so; or. {if illiterate, he must show that 
he is the owner of property in the state 
of the assessed valuation of $300 or more. 
upon which all taxes are paid. There 
is no so-called understanding clause in 
Louisiana, but here we find for the first 
time in these soufhern constitutions the 
so-called grandfather clause among the 
requirements for registration. This pro- 
vided that no person who had lived fot 
five years Or more in the state, and had 
registered prior to September |, 1[898, 
(the constitution went into effect May 
12, 1898,) should beg put to the educa- 
tional or the property test, provided he, 
or his father, or his grandfather, was 
entitled to vYote in any part 
United States on sanuary |, 1867. or at 
any time prior thereto.

If it 
had happened a few days ago, I am 
afraid the story would have been a very 
different one, for everything happened 
so quickly that it would have been al- 
most impossible for any one to have 
escaped. 

“Another thing, if it had happened a 
few days ago, ¢ven two days ago, it 
would have meant a loss of some $5,000 
worth of stock. My lease ran out May

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COTTON BUYERS | 


NAME OFFICERS 


Propose Change in Con- 
tracts for Future De- 
livery. 


Steps were taken yesterday by the 
Southeastern Cotton Buyers’ Association 
to have all cotton buyers and coiton 
mills liable to call for margins on con- 
tracts for future delivery. 

This, if it is put into effect in the 
southeast, will be an entirely new de- 
parture from the practice of bygone 
years and was probably the most impor- 
tant action taken by the cotton buyers 
at their annual meeting held yesterday at 
noon tn the convention hall of the Pied- 
mont, 

The matter of margins was discussed 
at length Dy mem>ers of the association 
and it was stated in the meeting that itn- 
stances had occurred where both mills 
and buyers had failed to keep contracts 
and losses had occurred by reason of 
fifiluctuations in the market unprotected 
by margins. 

The matter was left in the hands o,; the 
eommittee on American mill rules, which 
committee was instructed to confer with 
the principal representatives of the cot- 
ton interests of this section and of the 
southwest to see what could be done 
as to requiring margins in such deals. 

Another important matter discussed by 
the association was that of the amount 
of bags and ties to be accepted by the 
members, It was decided to send out 
circulars to the ginners of Georgia, Ala- 
bama, North and South Carolina stating 


that no more than six yards of bagging 


and six bands would be accepted on any 
bale of cotton without deducting the 
weight of the extra bagging or ties from 
the gross weight of the bale and a pro- 
portionate amount from the price of the 
bale. These circulars will also call at- 
tention to the fact that all bales that 
have been exposed to the weather will 
be picked over and the rotted cotton not 
bought. 

The association also voted to exchange 
information among the members with re- 
gard to the liability of cotton dealers and 
cotton mille.

CROP OUTLOOK GLOOMY. 


Dry Weather and Low Temperature 
Cause Germination To Be Very 
Backward. 

On account of the continué® drought 
and prevailing unseasonably low temper- 
ature the crop outlook is regarded as 

gloomy in many sections of Georgia. 

The regular weekly crop bulletin of the 
weather department, issued yesterday 


is injurious to all crops, especially to 
cotton. The soil in practically al] sec- 
tions of the state is too dry for germina- 
tion and growth. 

Despite these conditions small _ ship- 
ments of early varieties of peaches are 
finding their way to a ready market. 

The summary of the crop and climate 
bulletin, as issued by Section Director J. 
B. Marbury, for the week ending Mon- 


day, May 6, follows: 

“There is little if any improvement in 
the crop situation. The weather during 
the past week was dry, except that light 
scattered showers \occurred on Saturday. 
Drought, however, continues in many 
sections and the soil in practically all 
counties is too dry for germination and 
growth. Prevailing low night tempera- 
tures are injurious to all crops especiaily 
cotton. The latter is making little or no 
growth; a large percentage of late plant- 
ings is not up; stands of early Plantings 
continue poor; many fields are stil] un- 
planted owing to the protracted drought; 
cultivation is in progress in the south. 
Numerous correspondents regard the out- 
look as gloomy—some state that the sit- 
uation is worse than at this time last 
season. Wheat and oats are failing rap- 
idjy owing to lack of moisture, and corn 
is beginning to show the effects of the 
dry weather. Small shipments of early 
varieties of peaches are being made from 
southern orchards.””. |

over £2,000,000 is spent for labor alone, 
@nd another round million pounds at 
Jeast goes in the purchase of seeds, 
plants and manures, and the general 
upkeep of the gardens and glass houses. 

Te this must be added the tens of 
thousands of gardens of the well-to-do 
Classes on which sums ranging from 
£10 to perhaps £100 a year are/@pent, 
and the hundreds of thousands of more 
modest gardens, each, however, a source 
of pride and pleasure to its owner, 
which cost from a few shillings to a 
few pounds a year. 

It ig difficult and perhaps invidious 
to eay which are the most costly gar- 
dens in Great Britain, but among them 


ex-’ 


are certainly those Of Trentham Hall, 
Welveck Abbey, Lord Bute’s gardens 
at Cardiff Castle, the world famous gar- 
dens of Chatsworth, and those of the 
Rothschilds, on which gold has been lav- 
ished like water. 

One gets an impressive idea of the ex- 
tent of such gardens as these when we 
hear that the kitchen garden alone at 
WelBeck covers 30 acres, that the 
houses in which peaches, apricots and 
nectarines are grown stretch for a quar- 
ter of a mile, and that to stock them 
costs as muchas £10,000. When a mil- 
lionaire sets his heart on making him- 
self a lordly pleasure garden we may 
be sure that he recks little of the cost. 

Not long ago a very rich man in the 
norfh of England discovered that one 
section of his garden was rendered use- 
less through exposure to the keen east 
wind. This was not to be tolerated, 
said the great man, and to keep the 
eastern blasts from trespassing he 
planted thousands of Scotch and Nor- 
wegian fir trees to act as a screen, pay- 
ing as much as £5 for individual trees. 
This little whim cost him nearly £20,- 
000, but he considered himself amply 
rewarded by seeing -- 3 wilderness turned 
into a Paradise of flowers. 

In gardens such as these it is quite 
usual] to employ as many as seventy or 
eighty men and boys, so that a cabi- 


net minister’s yearly salary may easily |

go in wages alone. It is said that there 
are 900 country houses in Great Britain 
each of which employs a staff of over 
50 men; of these, 200 employ between 
80 and 150, while 60 of them employ 
Over 200, and the large majority of all 
these male servants are gaMieners of 
one kind or another. 

In addition to the cost of labor there 
are repairs and alterations of houses, 
furnaces to ‘be fed, walls built ror fruit 
growing, nets for protection, tools to buy 
and replace and—often the most cost- 
ly item of all—seeds and plants to pur- 
chase. Baron Schroder is credited with 
Having spent £40,000 on his collection 
of orchids, and Sir Trevor Lawrence 
with an expenditure of £30,000. 

Mr, Joseph Chamberlain has ‘thirteen 
glass houses containing, roughly, 6,000 
plants, many of them of great value 
and gathered from almost every part 
of the earth where orchids are to be 
found. The plants are arranged in dif- 
ferent houses according to the time of 
flowering, so that the succession of ex- 
quisite flowers never fails the whole 
year round. Each plant bears its num- 
ber as well as its name, and it is said 
that Mr. Chamberlain knows every one 
of his floral pets,

MORE RATES THAT 
NEED ATTENTION 


Further Biscriminations Present- 
ed to the Commission, 


a 


Other Witnesses Tell How the Pres- 
ent Freight Rates Hamper At- 
Tanta Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers—Defense Rail- 
roads Are Making. 


At the continuation of the hearing be- 
fore the state railroad commission with 
regard to the discriminations fn freight 
rates cgainst Atlanta, held yesterdav. 
two wilnesses were introduced to present 
further facts in support of the claim.that 
Atlante is being dealt with unjustly by 
the roads, 

The only two witnesses were W. D. 
Waddell, secretary of the White Hickory 
Wagon Company, and Ek. M. Hudson, of 
the McCord-Stewart Company, which lat- 
‘er company, it was stated, does $1,000,- 
COO of business annually. ‘Ihe entire 
2 orning session was occupied with these 
two. There was no session in the af 
ternoon, owing to the fact that it was 
‘mpossible to secure a stenographer. 
Stenographer THiiscox, of the railroad 
commission, was sick, and Stenographer 
Massey, who took the testimony at the 
morning session, had an engagement in 
the afternoon. After trying in vain to 
secure.a stenographer, the hearing .was 
adjourned shortly before 5 o’clock until 
9:30 o'clock this morning, when it will 
be resumed, _ 

W, A. Wimbish, attorney for the At- 
anta freight bureau, stated just before 
adjourr.ment that he would have at least 
two more witnesses, and when some of 
the railroad men stated that they would 
not put any witnesses on the stand, Mr. 
Wimbish said he desired very much to 
get some information from several of the 
railroad men themselves, and if they 
did not go on the stand of their own 
accord he would have to call .them. 

It was evident from the line of question- 
ing pursued by the railroad men at the 
morning session that two of the principal 
points in their defense will be that other 
points which have lower rates than At- 
lanfa have also water competition which 
is, in every instance, responsible for lower 
rates than would otherwise obtain; and 
then again thet in spite of the freight 
rates complained of Atlanta and the bus- 
iness interests of Atlanta have grown 
rapidly, 

What Witnesses Said. 

Mr. Waddell, of the White Hickory 
Wagon Company, said that his company 
had to abandon its business at Bristol, 
Tenn., on account of prohibitive freight 
rates, and that it could not go beyond the 
North Carolina line at all. While they 
sold a few wagons in Tennessee, the bus- 
iness was not sufficient to say they had 
any trade there. On the other hand, Mr. 
Waddell] stated that Chattanooga shipped 
wagons to Quitman, Ga., for 43 cents, 
and to Waycross for 37 cents per 100, 
while .the rates from Atlanta, which is 
138 miles nearer, are 40 and 35 cents, 
respectively, which is by no means a suf- 
ficient differential. Speaking of crop 
conditions in reply to one of the rallroad 
men, Mr. Waddell said they sometimes 
fluctuate and affect trade, but improved 
freight rates, he said, would help trade 
the year round. 

Mr. Hudson, of the McCord-Stewart 
Company, whose firm makes a large 
quantity of baking powder, gave some 
statistics as to rates on this commodity 
and on the ingredients from which it is 
made. He repeated the testimony given 
yesterday by H, H, Whitcomb, as to the 
rates on starch. As to baking powder, 
he declared Richmond, Va., could suc- 
cessfully compete with Atlanta in At- 
lanta’s own territory. For instance, 
Richmond can ship baking powder to 
Washington, Ga., for 814 cents less than 
Atlanta can and to Elberton, Richmond 
has an advantage of 11% cents. 

Another discrimination to which Mr. 
liudson called attention was the rate on 
canned goods from Ohio river points. 
Atlanta, he said, pays 45 cents, as against 
28 cents for Chattanooga, the same fom 
Birmingham, and 16 cents for Nash- 
ville. Richmond pays only 23 cents. 
Glucose products, Mr. Hudson stated, 
could be shipped through Atlanta to 
Montgomery for 2 cents less than they 
could be shipped to Atlanta. The rate 
on sugar from Savannah to Atlanta is 
the same, he said, as from Savannah to 
Nashville. Mr. Hudson said sirup was 
shipped from Nashville to Savannah at 
15 cents, while the rate from Atlanta is 
25 cents. He said Nashville could ship 
sirup from south Georgta to that city 
and back to Savannah cheaper than he 
could ship it from south Georgia to At- 
anta and again to Savannah. Nash- 
ville could ship coffee to Washington, 
Ga., for 10 cents less than Atlanta and 
Richmond has an advantage of 29 cents 
on the same product. 

A lorg list of ‘similar discriminations 
was given by Mr. Hudson, who said 
that Atlanta might have a canning fac- 
tory and other similar enterprises if it 
vere not for the unjust freignt rates, 

The tulk of the complaint appears to 
be against interstate rates, largely rates 
rn raw materials. The Georgia commis 
sion cannot, of course, deal with the mat- 
ier of interstate rates, but can prescnt 
the necessary facts and make a case be- 
fore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

The railroad men are disposed, however, 
to do all they can to remedy conditions 
as they exist here, and it may be as a 
result of the hearing many changes will 


be made that are advantageous to Alt- f} 


lanta,

This Accounts for American Success 
Says Chinese Prince. 
Chicago, May 1!7.—Prince Pu Lun, of 
China, has made an address in Chinese 
to an audience of 700 students at the 
University of Chicago. His remarks were 
interpreted by General Wong, a Yale 

graduate. The prince said in part: 

“From the time [ landed at San Fran- 
cisco during my entire visit to your 
country I have been most surprised to 
find that every man and woman in Amer- 
ica is educated. This, I believe, is the 
basis of the success of the American 
people.” 

General Wong also spoke, making a 
plea for the easy admission to the United 
States of Chinese students. He said:

BOLL WEEVIL DOOMS | 
ENTIRE COTTON BELT 


GROUPS STAND ABOUT THE DOORS 
OF THE CLOSED BANKS AT MACON 


Pest Will Spread Over All States Producing Fleecy 
Staple and Will Advance Price Throughout 
the World. 


Washington, May !7.—Some significant 
official predictions regarding the ravages 
of the cotton boll weevil are made in a 
»Teport soon to be issued by the depart- 
;ment of agriculture and written by W. D. 
‘Hunter, who has charge of the ertomolo- 
gical part of the boll weevil investiga- 
tion in which half a hurgired experts are 
Now engaged. 

Mr. Hunter says that conservative au- 
thorities agree that unless contingencies 
jat present unexpected occur the pest soon 
will cause an fhcrease in the price of cot- 
ton throughogt the world. By living with- 
in the fruit of the plant the weevil! is 
well protected from any poisons that 

might be applied it, occupies but four- 

teen days for development from egg to 
adult, and the progeny of a single pair 
in a s@ason may reach 134,000,000 in- 
: dividuals; it adapts itself to climatic 
conditions and is remarkably free from 
parasites and diseases, al] combining to 
make efforts and control difficult. 

The report estimates that the presence 
of the weevil practically doubles the 
area of land required to produce a bale 
of cotton and that the weevil caused the 
Texas planters a loss of about $15,000,- 


& 


000 in 1903. Assuming $500,000,000 as 
the value of the normal cotton crop of 
the country, Mr. Hunter says the prob- 
able ultimate damage when the peat has 
become spread over tne entire belt would 
approximate $250,000,000 annually, pro- 
viding nothing were done to check it. 

Planters, however, are adopting changes 
in methods that tend to avoid so much 
damage. The report predicts that the 
weevil eventually will be distributed al! 
over the cotton belt, advancing into 
new territory at the rate of approximate- 
ly 800 miles a decade and it probably 
always will be as destructive in a series 
of years as it has been in Texas since 
1894. The reports suggest that the prob- 
ability of it being cairled to West Africa 
or elsewhere abroad 1s not at al] remote. 

In case the seed happens to be sacked 
or even shipped in bulk there is nothing 
to prevent the weevils from being car- 
ried long distances on shipboard as they 
are able to adapt themselves success- 
fully to climatic conaitions. 

I€ is pointed out, however, that the 
danger could be avoided by fumigation or 
by leaving the seed sacked in store rooms, 
tsolated from new cotton for a year previ- 
ous to shipment,

An- 
other gentleman, who seemed to have 
thoroughly worked the whole matter 
out, said, ‘‘No, it will be John B. Knox.’ 
Mr. Knox is an Anniston man, and was 
president of the recent constitukional 
convention.

He was a native 
of Macon. where he’ was born fifty-six 
years azo, and during the war between 
the states he was a cadet at the Geor- 
gia Military Academy at Marietta. ana 
went from that schoo! into the army, 
where he served until the end of the 
war.

PARRY CHARGES 


Claim Manufacturers Associa- 


tion Stands for Peace, 


Unions Have Learned Valuable Les- 
sons in Politica] Economies, Says 
Parry—Association Has No 
Desire To Grind Down 
Labor. 


Pittsbure. May 17.—Nearlvy 700 dele- 
gates were in their seats when the ninth 
annual convention of the National Asso- 
was called te 
order today by Chairman D. C. Ripley, ol 
the Jocal committee on reception. Fol- 
lcwing the invocation by Rey. Dr. 8S. Ea- 
ward Young, city Solicitor William B. 
Rodgers tendered the freedom of the city 
to the delegates. Adjutant General 
Thomas A. Stewart then welcomed them 
to the state and Congressman W. A. 
Brown received them on behalf of the 
chamber of commerce. 

President D. M. Parry, of Indianapolis, 
then tock charge of the convention and 
delivered his annual address, 

In his annual address President Parry 
Lriefly discussed the labor problem, which 
he declared was at present the paramount 
question before the association. In view- 
ing the labor events of the past year 
he said: 

“The theory that the condition of labor 
can be battered by checking production 
and making life and property iInsecufe 
was put to an extensive test and the re- 
sults were disappointing to those who 
believe in that theory. There are many 
indications which go to show that or- 
ganized labor is learning a very valuable 
lesson in economics and law observances 
and hores can be reasonably entertained 
that the strikes which have character- 
ized the last year are less strenuous in 
the immediate future, 

“In regard to the National Association 
of Manufacturers, I am positive that any 
crusade having for its object the grinding 
down of labor would meet with the de- 
tarmined opposition of practically the en- 
tire membership. The policy of this 
sOciation is primarily one of peace. 
we stand for anything, we stand for 
cevelopment of American industry. It !{s 
ebvious that men will hesitate to invest 
their capital in productive enterprises if 
it means constant struggle with labor un- 
ions and if frequent sfrikes tend to de- 
stroy trade by making uncertain the fill- 
ing of contracts. Industrial strife adds a 
hazar! to investments involving the em- 
ployment of labor which cannot fail to 
be injurious industrial developments, 
thus causing permanent loss to all 
classes Therefore, our policy ifs one 
which looks to the maintenance of peace 
and not to the adoption of measures that 
will arouse hostflities.”’ 


Against Public Policy. 

Speaking of the ‘‘closed shop,’ Mr. Par- 
ry said: 

“The closed shop jis against pubNc pol- 
icv and is of doubtful legality. The Iib- 
erty of the individual would be impossible 
if he is debarred from the right to con- 
tract for his services because he does not 
belong to a union. T believe that thi« 
truth will become generally recognized 
and that the day must come when no !n- 
dustrv willl be allowed to run on the 
Any set of mén have

pacity for the sale of their labor, bit 
they ecennot be upheld in making con- 
tracts which exclude other labor from the 
right to contract.” 

In closing he arnounced that gthe asso 
ciation had gained a thousand members 
in the last year, driving the total mem- 
tership up to 3,000, and shows a much 
letter financial condition than ever be- 
fore.

TO REACH COAL AND TIMBER. 


Electric Railway To Be Run from 
New Decatur to Moulton. 

New Decatur, Ala., May 17.—(Special.) 
—Parties. from the Decaturs, Ficrence, 
Ala., and elsewhere, are contemplating 
the building of an electric street rail- 
road from this city to Moulton, in Law- 
rence county, a distance of about 20 
miles or more. If built the road will 
carry not Only passengers, but freight 
as well. The proposed line will run 
through one of the richest coal, iron, 
timber and agricultural sections in Ala- 
bama. The mountains and hiils over 
which the road would cross are full of 
coal and iron, while the Moulton valley, 
on the other side of the mountains, is 
rich in timber which has never been dis- 
turbed by the woodman’s axe, and the 
soil of that valley is rich enough to 
raise all kinds of farm crops. 

The American Oak Tanning Company, 
of thig city, use yearly thousands of 
cords of chestnut and chestnyt oek 
wood for tanning puTposes, and it is 
said that they have used nearly all of 
thia wood that is in easy reach of the 
city, and will, therefore, soon have to 
look for this class of timber elsewhere. 
There are vast quantities of chestnut 
and chestnut oak along the proposed 
line of this road, and for this reason 
the bullding of the road would mean 
much for the American Oak Tanning 
Company. And then again, if the road 
was built this city could make pig iron 
almost as cheaply as can Birmingham, 
Sheffield and other places, for it would 
place vast quantities of iron ore and 
coal at the very doors of the city. 

One of the biggest saw log dealy that 
has been made in this section for many 
months has just been consummated by 
M. C. Camody for the Huntsville Lum- 
ber Company. Mr. Camody purchased 
from Meyers & Spencer, of this city, and 
also from H. A. Sherrod, of Courtland, 
logs to the amount of $12,000. The deal 
was for cash. 

Work will soon commence on the new 
building of the First Presbyterian church 
in Decatur. The plans and specifica- 
tions have been receivéd and accepted. 
The building will be built of brick and 
will be of modern design. 

T. M. and J. T. Jones, ce@tton men of 
Decatur, are making arrangements. to 
build a three-story brick and sfn* bus}- 
ness block on Bank street, in Decatur, 
work to cOmmence at an early date.

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THE GREEN MORAYS. 


One at the New York Aquarium 
Gives an Exhibition of Its Ways. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

The shortest of the green morays at the 
aquarium—there are three of these sea 
serpents like eels there, the smallest of 
them 5 feet in length and the largest 6 
feet—has lately been giving in an in- 
teresting manner an exhibition of one of 
its ways in nature. 

‘Thrust down in the water in one corner 
of the tank, and reaching almost to the 
bottom of it. is a gutta percha pipe, an 
inch or so in diameter, through which 
flows a supply of water for the morays’ 
benefit. This pipe may be at the bottom 
an inch or two clear of the angle formed 
by the tank’s corner. 

The smallest of the morays wil] back 
up to it and get the point of its tail In 
between the pipe and the wall and then 
keep backing until it has got about a 
third of its entire length around the pipe. 
The pipe being in a corner, the great eel 
is compelled by the angle to bend its 
tail considerahly to get it around the 
pipe, but it bends even more thmn the 
angle compels it to, bringing Its tail 
when it has got it past. .the pipe, around 
toward its body, so that ag it lles around 
the pipe its whole body ts in somewhat 
the shape of a gYeat fishhook, its head 
end being the longer part, or shank. 

Sometimes the length of gutta percha 
pipe, which has a flexible .conmectioa 
above, may hang not away from, but 
close in the corner of the tank; and then 
this green moray does something that 
betrays far more intelligence than one 
would look for tn such a creature. Then, 
instead of backing around the pipe tail 
first, it approaches it head first and 
thrusts its sharp nose in back of the 
pipe and so clears it a little fram the 
wall, and then goes on around head-first 
back of it until it has passed two-thirds 
of its length around it, and then there 
it stays, perhaps for an hour at a time, 
with its body around the pipe and in the 
Same fishhook form that it takes when it 
is backed in tail first. 

And sometimes this giant eel will hang 
itself, in just the same form, on a knob 
of the tufa rock, with which the tank 
is lined that projects, high up, at ene 
end of their tank. 

In doing these things this moray does 
here what it might do fn Its native waters 
of the Bermudas. There when the tides 
rushed in or out of the coral caverns or 
through passages tn which it makes Its 
home, it might save itself the trouble of 
working its dorsal fin to enable it to 
hold up against the tide by simply hook- 
ing the tail end of its body—as It does 
here around that gutta percha pipe or 
on the knob of tufa—around some pro- 
jecting bunch of coral rock.

RIDERS TO TRY FOR RECORDS 


Munroe and Ciapman To Set Fast 
Pace Next Thursday 
Night. 

The race on Thursday night between 
Bennie Munroe aal John Chapman has 
been changed to 5-mile heats, best two 
in three. This is the same style made 
60 popular last season in the old Colis- 
eum and gives the public three races in- 
stead of one. The heats being only 5 
miles the riders take more risk, ride 
faster and better than they do in a 
straight 15-mile event. This change was 
made at the request of a number of 
patrons and the riders. Both VWudapman 
and Munroe wish to break the 5-mile 
record of 7:20 for Atlanta, now held by 
Walthour. In order to break this record 
it will only be necessary to ride a heat 
at a 1:20 clip, making the time for the 
five miles about 6:06 or in |! minute and 
14 seconds faster than the time made by 
Walthour in his heat with Nat Butler 
last spring. 

Although Walthour holds the world’s 
record for 5 miles on the Charles River 
track at Boston, last July in 5:54, this 
was made on a 5-lap track. The record 
for five miles on an 8-lap track was 
made in Savannah by Walthour against 
Joe @%lson in 6:52, but both of the rec- 
ords made in Atlanta and Savannah were 
made behind the little 4-horse power mo- 
tors. What Walthour can do behind 
the big machines remaing to be seen la- 
te But what Chapman and Munroe 
wish to to Thursday night is to set a 
new ma@ark for 8-lap tracks which Wal- 
thour will have to wipe out when he 
arrives here. 

The race will be fast and interesting on 
account of the short heats. With the am- 
ateurs having two races in heats thete 
will be sOmething doing every minute 
after 8:30 o’clock Thursday night.

Washington, May !7.—The following is 
a summary of the weekly Wulletins re- 
ceived by the weater bureau: 

The week, especially the latter part, 
was much too cool in all districts east 
of the Rocky mountains, and the tem- 
perature was less favorable than the pre- 
ceding week. Light loca] rains afforded 
relief over limited areas in the south 
Atlantic and east gulf states, but the 
greater part of theSe districts continues 
to need rain, and in s0Ome _§ sections 


drought is severe, 

CORN—In Texas the corn crop is In 
fine condition, well cultivated, and is 
tasseling #q the southern part of that 
atate. In the south Atiantic and central] 
and east gulf states, corn is generally 
backward and making slow growth, the 
stands being unsatisfactory. 

WHEAT is now heading as far north 
as the southern portions of Kansas and 
Missouri and harvest has begun in south- 
trn Texas. 

OATS—The general outlook for oats in 
the principal oats producing states js 
promising. In the south Atlantic and 
guif states the crop is generally poor. 
Harvesting has begun in the southern 
states, 

COTTON-Cool weather has been un- 
favorable for cotton throtghout the cot- 
ton belt, and drought in portions of the 
eastern. districts has proved detrimental. 
Complaint of poor stands continues from 
nearly all sections in the central and 
eastern districts, but good stands are 
the rule in Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
‘Texas. In the last named state the fields 
are generally clean, and the plants are 
beginning to fruit in the cOast districts,
